VALENCIA HIGHWAY FRONT, 
Feb. 13.—Troops marshalled by the 
Spanish government drove insur- 
gents back tonight with a fierce 
assault on entrenchments in heights 
dominating the vital Madrid-Valen- 


cia highway. 


An almost ceaseless battle has

way here for three 


ys, during which the roar of air 
raiders, the thunder of artillery and 
the rattle of machine guns have 
given the hilly, olive-growing coun- 


tryside little rest. 


Arganda is 15 


miles southeast of Madrid. 

Repeated insurgent raids have 
never v~rovided a position that 
could be held here on the road 
proper, but from a bluff about 200 


yerds away the insurgent.

Attack From the Air. 
Suddenly six tri-motored bombing 
planes, escorted by 14 pursuit ships, 
appeared from behind a barrier of

‘KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 13.— 


United States District Attorney 
Maurice M. Milligan said tonight 
the Government was ready to bring 
to trial Monday the first group 
among 75 persons thus far indicted 
by a Federal grand jury on charges 
of fraud in the general election here 
Noy, 3. 

District Judge Merrill E. Otis 
said “the cases will be called for 
trial as scheduled” but did not in- 
dicate which of three groups would 
be first to face a jury to be selected 


from 70 veniremen called from out- 
side- Jackson County. 

Defense attorneys were defeated 
in effort at delay by both Federal 
District and Circuit Courts this 
week, 

All of the 20 defendants to face 
trial on the charges of “falsely con- 
spiring to injure and oppress voters 
who were legally qualified to vote 


rights” are from the Twelfth Ward. 
Trials are scheduled for seyen per- 
sons from the thirteenth precinct, 
seven from the seventeenth precinct 
and six from the fifteenth precinct, 
but only one of these groups will 
go to trial at a time. 

The names of 60 witnesses sub- 
penaed yesterday have been kept 
secret. 

Also scheduled for Monday are 
arraignments of 19 more election of- 
ficials and party workers named in 
simila rindictments returned by the 
grand jury today. Judge Albert L 
Reeves dismissed the grand jurors 
until Monday after the indictments 
were reported. 

Indicted today were eight persons 
from the Twenty-second Precinct 
of the Twelfth Ward, six from the 
Twenty-fourth Precinct of the 
Ninth Ward, and five from _ the 
Highth Precinct of the Eleventh 
Ward. . 


GERMAN DEMAND FOR. RETURN

The grand jury, instructed by 
Circuit Judge John W. Joynt to 
investigate the $7,500,000 riverfront 
bond issue election, will meet 
Wednesday, two weeks after it 
asked Judge Joynt for a subpena 
for production of the ballot boxes 
indispensable to its inquiry. It has 
been : kept from beginning the in- 
vestigation by the motion filed, on 
behalf of five dummy plaintiffs, 
in the extraordinary and unprece- 
dented attempt to prevent any in- 
quiry into revealed frauds in the 
bond election. 

Judge Joynt yesterday, for the 
second time, deferred a ruling on 
the motion, saying he wished to 
study the Missouri Supreme Court’s 
decision, rendered in December, in 
a civil injunction suit relating to a 
bond issue election in Jackson 
| County. 


As has been pointed out, Judge 
Joynt, when he first entertained 


yee ‘ _—" ran 2 
himself. He could have gone ahead 
with issuance of the subpena for 
the ballot boxes, as requested by the 
grand jury, and could have left it 
to the objectors to apply to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of prohi- 
bition against him. 

He first set last Wednesday as 
the time for ruling on the motion. 
Wednesday, he laid the matter over 
in order to consult with Judges 
Frank C. O'Malley and J. Wesley 
McAfee, of the other criminal divi- 
sions of Circuit Court. After a con- 
ference with them Friday, he said 
he expected to make his ruling yes- 
terday. But yesterday he said he 
wished to study the Supreme Court 
decision in the Jackson County 
case, and set no new time for a 
ruling.

BROKERS HELD ABLE 
IN FAILURE OF BANK 


Should Have Known President 
Was Speculating With Funds, 
Court Rules. 


By the Associated Press. 
_ BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Feb. 13.— 
A State Supreme Court decision to- 
day held that a brokerage company 
was responsible for losses to deposi- 
tors in a bank failure because the 
company should have known the 
bank president was speculating with 
bank funds, 

William R. White, State Superin- 
tendent of Banking,.aaidhe didnot: 


a precedent. 

“This is an unusual case and can- 
not be réwarded as a precedent for 
action in connection with. other 
bank: failures,” White explained in 
New York City. 

The J. S. Bache Co., New York 
brokerage house, was ordered to re- 
imburse depositors in the State 
Bank of Binghamton for losses to- 
taling $626,281.36. ? 
Judge’s Ruling. 


Supreme Court Justice Ely W. 
Personius of Elmira held that the 
company should have known that 
Andrew J. Horvatt, convicted presi- 
dent of the bank, had used bank 
funds to finance stock market 
speculations through the Bache 
company. 
White said the case was the only 
one of its kind in New York and 
that there were few elsewhere. Gen- 
eral conditions rather than specula- 
tions by bank officials caused the 
collapse of other banks which failed 
during the depression, he said. 
Horvatt is serving 12 to 18 years 
in Auburn State Prison on charges 
that he systematically looted . the 
bank. He was brought back from 
prison.to testify in the action insti- 
tuted by the bank to recover from 
the brokerage firm the amount of 
his speculations. 

Disappeared in 1930. 
. The Banking Department took 
over the State Bank of Bingham- 
ton shortly after Horvatt disap- 
peared Dec. 15, 1930. An investiga- 
tion disclosed shortages estimated 
at $2,500,000.

tead & constitutional amendment 
giving Congress power to regulate 
hours, wages and working condi- 
tions. 


“Frightfdl,” Giass Declares. 

Senator Carter Glass of Virginia 
in his first statement on the Pres- 
ident’s proposals said: 

“I am going to speak’in the Sen~- 
ate, to say that I am utterly op~- 
posed to it, I think it is a frightful 
proposal, unprecedented since the 
founding of the Government. I don’t 
mean to say it hasn’t been suggest- 
ed. before to increase the number of 
Judges, but just exactly this pro- 
posal is unprecedented since the 
foundation of the Government.” 

The Democratic party in Senate 
and House has’ been split, as has, 
to a much less extent, the Repub- 
lican minority, On a basis of spok-~ 
en viewpoints, the Senate lineup to- 
night was 30 for the plan and 28 
against, with 38 still uncommitted 
publicly. 

White House Conferences. 

President Roosevelt continued to- 
day his practice of calling small 
groups of Senators to the White 
House for a personal explanation of 
the program. He talked today with 
Senators Van Nuys of Indiana and 
Burke of Nebraska, opponents of 
the plan, who remained wuncon- 
vinced; with Senator Harrison, Mis-~ 
sissippi, who later declared himself 
for the idea for the first time, and 
Senator Byrnes of South Carolina, 
already committed to it, and Sen- 
ator King of Utah, an opponent of 
the proposal, who said afterward 
there was a possibility of a “rea- 
sonable compromise.” The day also 
brought suggéstions from. some 
Democratic leaders in Congress that 
voluntary Supreme Court retire- 
ments might ease the -present sit- 
uation, They expressed hope pri- 
vately for early enactment of the 
bill! which the House has already 
passed to permit the retirement of 
Supreme Court Justices on full pay 
at 70 years of age.

NEW YORK, Feb 13.—After a 
five-hour conference representa- 
tives of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of Amierica and of the 
clothing manufacturers announced 
today they had reached an agree- 
ment affecting 140,000 men em- 
ployes having contractural relations 
with their employes, and 60,000 more 
who are not at present under agree- 
ments. : 

The conference was the first at 
which manufacturers for all Ameri- 
can clothing markets had joined in 
negotiatigns with the union. The 
Amalgamated had asked a 15 per 
cent horizontal wage increase, and 
attempted to arrange a uniform 
date; May 1, for the expiration of 
contracts in all markets. A spokes- 
man for the manufacturers said the 
minimum rate under prevailing 
wage scales was slightly more than 
70 cents an hour in New York and 
40 cents elsewhere. 7

Now it has entered into an emi- 
nently satisfactory contract with 
a responsible union. 


Compares U. 8. Steel to G. M. 


“General Motors occupies the 
same relationship to the automobile 
industry that United States Steel 
does in the steel industry. Each 
produces about 40 per cent of the 
total output in its field. 

“The General Motors policy sets 
the pace for the industry and we ex- 
pect other companies to fal rapidly 
into line. ‘There will not be undue

Governor $ Business- 
like Methods, However, 


Do Not Appeal to Poli- 
ticians Seeking Favors.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13. — 
The power of entrenched political 
patronage has blocked at the out- 
get, Gov. Stark’s economy plan for 
consolidation of revenue co 
activities of the State into one de- 

ent. The Governor proposed 
the creation of a State revenue de- 

ent for collecting the major 
taxes which will amount te more 
than $50,000,000 a year. 

Though the Governor refuses to 
say that he has abandoned his 
plan, he has taken no definite steps 
to present it to the Legislature, 
and even if it were submitted at 
this late time it would have little 
chance of passage ‘in view of the 
political barrage which: would be 
laid down against it. 7 

The issue on which it has been 
quietly squelched is purely one of 


mnatronage, whether the State Audi- 
Mor and the State Treasurer would 


retain appointive power over some 
20 State employes, or whether it 
would be transferred to the Gov- 
ernor. The question of economics 
which might be effected is purely 
a collateral issue as it almost in- 
variably is in any plan which in- 
volves loss of political patronage. 
What Study Showed. 

Studying the State government 
wn the preparation of his inaugural 
Message, the Governor, a business 
man accustomed to studies looking 
to a reduction in costs of operat- 
ing his big nursery business, found 
that $17,500,000 in income and sales 
taxes were being collected by the 
State Auditor, that $1,500,000 in in- 
heritances were being collected by 
the State Treasurer, more than $11,- 
000,000 in gasoline taxes by the oil 
department and $5,000,000 in liquor 
taxes by the liquor department. 
The expected doubling of the State 
sales tax will add more than $12,- 
000,000 a year to these revenues.

TAX! DRIVER CAUGHT 
AFTER CAB KILLS MAN 


Hershel Allen, 60, Knocked 
Down in E. St. Louis; Charles 
Pittman Flees From Scene. 


Charles Pittman, Negro driver of 
an unlicensed, uninsured 10-cent 
taxicab, yesterday afternoon signed 
a statement admitting he drove 
away after his cab struck and killed 
Hershel Allen, a National Stock- 
yards employe at St. Clair avenue 
and First street, East St. Louis, it 
6:30 in the morning. 

“I saw a man running across the 
street,” the statement said. ‘When 
he was 20 feet from my car, I tlew 
my horn. He did not stop, and I 
saw I was about to strike him; so 
I swerved my car to the left. But 
he ran into the right side of my 
car, 

“A passenger, Clarence McCloud, 
said, ‘Charles, you better stop, be- 
cause you hit that man,’ but I said, 
‘Oh, I didn’t hurt him,’ and drove 
on to Armour & Co.”

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Vice-President Edward Hall 
of Union Teils Them to 
Take Advantage of Lewis’ 
we eee. 


“Go back to work and take ad- 
vantage of what John L. Lewis 
gave you,” advised Edward Hall, 
vice-president of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers of America, in an 
address yesterday afternoon at the 
Municipal Auditorium before § an 
audience of 1200 automobile work- 
ers and their families. 

It was announced at the meet- 


ding that union automobile work- 


ers would return’ to work at the 


flocal General Motors plant tomor- 


row on ativice of their counsel that 
they would not be in contempt of 
the temporary restraining order is- 
sued during the strike, since they 
had been asked to return by the 
company. ; 

Hall, a former Milwaukee auto- 
mobile worker, substituting for Ho- 
mer Martin, union president, who 
was unable to make a scheduled 
trip to St. Louis, talked for an hour 
and had his listeners applauding 
frequently by his rough treatment 
of General Motors executives and 
other individuals prominent in the 
strike. 

The speaker referred to Alfred 
P. Sloan Jr., head of General Mo- 
tors, as “old horse-face, who 
wouldn’t deal with the union.” Wil- 
liam §S. Knudsen, executive vice- 
president, was “a nice old guy who 
says ‘No, No, No,’ and gets kicked 
in the shins by his million-dollar 
lawyer if he says ‘Yes.’” George E. 
Boysen, head of the Flint Alii- 
ance, who opposed the strike, was 
“that goof” in the language of the 
speaker. 

Liberties Over Property Rights. 

“Civil liberties prevailed over 
property rights,” Hall told the au- 
tomobile workers. “Now show the 
world that you appreciate the lib- 
erty bestowed on you by taking ad- 
vantage of the situation.” Remark- 
ing that.the agreement permitted 
individual discussion of union mat- 
ters in General Motors plants and 
that workers would be allowed to 
display union buttons Hall shouted, 
“Oh, boy!” 

“Our agreement with General Mo- 
tors is truly a historic document,” 
he declared. Remarking that the 
agreement was for six months, the 
union officer added: “What a beau- 
tiful time that brings us to, just 
before they start production on the 
new model. And I think the cor- 
poration has learned that they 
won't build automobiles in the fu- 
ture unless they sign a better 
agreement.” Ate 

Referring to the term “labor dic- 
tators,” used in . General Motors 
statements dealing with the strike, 
Hall asserted that: “Labor dicta- 
tors, if they want to call us 
can’t call strikes unless the workers 
have a real grievance, and you fel- 
lows had many grievances.” 

Hal] launched an attack on. the 
Flint Alliance, which he termed “a 
vigilante outfit that advertised it 
was going to shoot.” And then thd 
company looked on the sit-down 
strikers as bad boys, who had done 
a terrible thing to take charge of 
General Motors property. Why 
those sit-down boys would have 
been crazy to walk outside and get 
shot. 

“$7 a Second to du Ponts.” 

Taking up the question of Gen- 
eral Motors dividends, the speaker 
asserted that the du Pont family 
had been paid $7 a second on its\ 
General Motors’ stock. Swinging 
his arm to simulate a clock pendu- 
lum, Hall remarked: “Just think 
of it—seven bucks, seven bucks, sev- 
en bucks, no wonder the du Ponts 
were mad at the sit-down boys.” 

General Motors officers “were so 
scared after spending half a day 
with us in a joint meeting that they 
wouldn’t meet with us again for a 
week,” Hall asserted. “If you 
locked John L. Lewis up in a closet 
with that bunch he would come out 
with all their clothes.”

The Post-Dispatch, last Septem- 
ber, exposed gross fraud in the 
bond election held the previous 
September. Test canvasses of sam- 
ple precincts, in which affidavits 
and statements were obtained from 
registered voters, demonstrated 
fraud in every. one of the 19 wards 
which had been recorded as giving 
the bonds the necessary two-thirds 
majority. 

On Sept. 8 the ‘day the 
Post-Dispatch began publication of 
the results of its investigation, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Franklin Miller for- 
mally notified the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners to preserve the 
ballots and other records of voting 
in the bond election, stating. that a 
grand jury investigation of the 
election would be undertaken. 

Further Inquiry Urged. 

The June term grand jury, which 
had been investigating wholesale 
registration frauds exposed by the 
Post-Dispatch, returning 30- indict- 
ments, mostly against precinct elec- 
tion officials, urged in its final re- 
port, Sept. 11, that subsequent 
grand juries investigate the river- 
front bond election, and the pri- 
mary elections of 1934 and 1936. 

When the September term grand 
jury was impaneled three days later, 
Circuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood 
instructed it to investigate election 
frauds, mentioning the three elec- 
tions to which the ‘previous grand 
jury had referred in its final report. 

In conference with Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller, the vigorous September 
grand jury decided to take up first 
the primary election held a month 
previously and spent all its avail- 
able time on that. This grand jury 
returned 68 felony indictments, and 
reported, when it was discharged 
Dec. 4, that it was “appalled by evi- 
dence of open and blatant fraud,” 

Judge Padberg’s Jury. 

When the September jury decided 
to go into the August primary, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller had in mind 
that the ballots and other records 
of voting in the river-front bond 
election had been impounded in re- 
sponse to his order, and would be 
available for subsequent investiga- 
tion. That investigation, he thought, 
would be made by the grand jury 
chosen Dec. 7 by Circuit Judge Eu- 
gene L. Padberg, whose sudden po- 
litical rise from pharmacist to jurist 
has been noted heretofore. . 

Judge Padberg, however, did not 
instruct his grand jury to investi- 
gate any election frauds, and when 


Miller asked the jury to undertake/| 


the bond election inquiry, it refused, 
by vote of 8 to 4. 

In choosing his grand jury, Judge 
Padberg had picked as foreman 
Patrick R. FitzGibbon, veteran 
Democratic politician, whose 
nephew, a City Hall employe, had 
served as Democratic election judge 
in the second precinct of the Fifth 
Ward, one of the precincts in which 
the Post-Dispatch had exposed 
fraud, and one whose ballot boxes 
the present grand jury is attempt- 
ing to subpena. Three other mem- 
bers of Judge Padberg’s jury were 
shown to have had City, Hall con- 
nections. 

Judge Padberg’s grand jury, de- 
spite repeated urging by Circuit At- 
torney Miller, persisted in its re- 
fusal to make the bond election in- 
vestigation, offering the excuse that 
the riverfront memorial would be a 
“good thing.” In the general re-as- 
signment of judges last month 
Judge J. Wesley McAfee succeeded 
to the criminal courts division 
Judge Padberg had occupied, At 
once Judge McAfee called the. Pad- 
berg grand jury into open court 
and took the unprecedented action 
of discharging it in the midst of its 
term, frankly telling its members 
that they had shown a view of their 
duty diametrically opposed to his, 
But that was all that Judge Mc- 
Afee could do about it; the law did 
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and whatever hope it may have for 
the future, depends on fair and 
honest elections.” Continuing, he 
said: “In order for our form of 
government to continue to exist, 
every eligible citizen should be per- 
mitted to cast his or her vote, and 
that vote should be counted as it is 
cast by the voter.” His final vote 
was that, if the grand jury found 
the elections laws had been violated, 
it “should indict the violators irre- 
spective of party or person, with- 
out fear or favor.” 

On the following day the grand 
jury, in obedience to Judge Joynt’s’ 
instructions, began its investiga- 
tion by hearing witnesses to lay 
the technical foundation for its 
work. Through Circuit Attorney 
Miller, it went through the re- 
quired formality of asking Judge 
Joynt to issue a subpena on the 
Election Board’s secretary for pro- 
duction of the ballot boxes and 
other records of voting in the first 
five precincts of the Fifth Ward, 
where State Senator Mike Kinney, 
at Mayor Dickmann’s request, had 
thrown the full of his polit- 
ical machine behind the bond issue 
with a lop-sidéd vote of 5015 to 


“Zero Hour” Strikes. 

The “zero hour” had struck for 
those vitally interested in prevent- 
ing the grand jury investigation. 
Within an hour, Attorney Wii- 
liam J. Hough was in communica- 
tion with Judge Joynt. His job 
was to stop the grand jury in- 
vestigation. He asked Judge Joynt 
to delay issuance of the ballot box 
subpena until he could have time 
to prepare and file an objecting mo- 
tion. (It will be remembered that 
Hough was no stranger in the Muni- 
cipal Courts Building. As First As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney under 
Harry Rosecan, he was unceremoni- 
ously fired from public office by his 
superior in 1934 for dismissing crim- 
inal charges against Fourth Ward 
Democratic Ward Boss Jimmy 
Miller of interfering with Repub- 
lican challengers at the election the 
previous November.) 


Two courses were then open to 
Judge Joynt. He might issue the 
subpenas his grand jury requested, 
leaving it to Hough to apply to the 
Supreme Court for a. writ of pro- 
hibition, if he chose to do so, or he 
might, out of “professional 
courtesy,” give Hough time to get 
his clients into court and file his 
motion.

In Market, Rising to Almost 110; 
Meets Profit-Taking at Close 


In Bullish Demonstration Provoked by Settle- 
ment of Motor Strike the Metal Issue 
Reaches Six-Year High.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—The 


stock market backed away today 


from heavier offerings, mainly in steel and other recent industrial 


favorites. 


Despite a rally in the second hour of the short session, final 
prices were mostly on the downtrend and many prominent issues were 
off fractions to more than 2 points. 

The character of stock leading the sell-off was accepted as in- 
dication in speculative quarters that the usual week-end profit-taking 
urge was taking toll in lower prices. 

Moreover, there geemed to be revision of profit calculations, in 
steel and allied industries in consequence of wage boosts and the 
move for an advance in the Pittsburgh steel district. 


Sales during the week (5 days) 
amounted to 12,777,920 shares, com- 
pared with 14,399,010 the preceding 
week and 12,714,280 corresponding 
week last year. Total sales from 
Jan. 1 to date were 85,845,706 shares, 
compared with 96,506,059 a year ago 
and 25,402,551 two years ago. 

For the immediate future, how- 
ever, industrial observers painted a 
bright picture, with General Motors 
plants aiming to make up for time 
lost @uring the strike. 

Also mentioned as a market in- 
fluence in some quarters was an 
impending meeting of New Deal fi- 

‘nancial heads for discussion of the 
influx of foreign capital. Stress 
was laid on this point in view of 
reports of a new wave of foreign 
buying the last few days in Amer- 
ican securities and possibility the 
administration might suggest meas- 
ures for control of the capital in- 
flow. 

With steel, capper, motor and 
farm implement shares bearing the 
brunt of the selling, the Associated 
Press average of 60 stocks was 
shaved .1 to 73.7. Transfers to- 
taled 1,371,060 shares against 1,453,- 
480 last Saturday. 

Some Shares Attract Buying. 

Some oils, chemical, textile, mer- 
chandise and rail equipment shares 
attracted buying. Sears Roebuck 
rose 2%, closing within a fraction 
of 90. Montgomery Ward was up 
nearly a point at 62. Celanese ad- 
vanced nearly 2 af 52% and Allied 
Chemical added more than a point

U. S. Steel Near 110. 

With soaring advances reminis- 
cent of its performance in the bull 
market of 1929, U. S. Steel held un- 
disputed sway as leader of the 
share list most of the past week. 

From the outset it was catapulted 
forward by heavy buying, and in 
the bullish demonstration Thursday, 
provoked by settlement of the Gen- 
eral Motors strike, it shot up more 
than 4 points to within a small 
fraction of 110 for a six-year high. 
This followed a similar rise on 
Wednesday. 

The strike agreement also 
brought a flood of buying orders 
into General Motors and it climbed 
to new 1937 high. 

But the buoyant strength of 
steels, motors and a few other 
groups did not obscure lagging 
trends in some other sections of 
the list. Utilities and rails con- 
tributed comparatively little to the 
forward swing, although the for- 
mer improved following announce- 
ment by North American Co. and 
American Water Works & Electric 
Co. They proposed to register with 
the Securities & Exchange Commis- 
sion under the public utility hold- 
ing company act of 1935. 


COMMODITY INDEX 
BACK NEAR T-YEAR TP 


Prices Are Paced by Recovery 
Highs Set by Industrial 
Staples. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Paced by 
recovery highs set by industrial 
staples, commodity prices last week 
nudged ahead to within a fraction 
of the seven-year peak touched in 
early January. 

Thé Associated Press weighted 
index of 35 important wholesale 
prices rose to 90.05 per cent of the 
1926 average, compared with 89.68 
a week ago and 78.17 in the same 
period last year. 

Quotations spurted 12 per cent 
during the final quarter of 1936. An 
enormous demand swept over the 
markets of the world for both in- 
dustrial raw materials and food- 
stuffs. Rising business needs played 
a part; so did rearmament pro- 
grams of European Powers. 

Shortly after the turn of the year, 
however, activity quieted down. 
Prices moved less spectacularly. 
The almost unanimous gains for- 
merly noted gave way to drifting 
prices. 

Since the closing week last year, 
the index has moved within a 1 per 
cent range, declines in some quar- 
ters being offset by boosts else- 
where. 

Mixed Trend Prevails. 

The same mixed trend prevailed 
during the latest period. - Non- 
ferrous metals, industrial and agri- 
cultural commodities equaled or 
bettered recovery highs. Textiles, 
on the other hand, fell back sharp- 
ly and foods also gave ground. 

Lumber was a big gainer. Al- 
though the Pacific Coast shipping 
tie-up has been settled and timber 
is moving again, heavy building 
activity resulting from the relative- 
ly open winter has created a 
scarcity. f 
Rubber, bituminous coal, __ steel 
scrap, tin.and zinc all shared in the 
advance occasioned by the strong 
demand, 

Textiles, under the leadership of 
cotton cloth, continued sliding. In 
the past four weeks this index has 
slumped 8.5 per cent. 
The recently terminated General 
Motors strike is generally consid- 
ered by analysts to have played a 
part in the downturn. More impor- 
tant lately, however, has been the 
reported tendency of buyers—with 
well-stocked inventories—to hold 
off, awaiting price stability. Wool 
and cotton cloth were both weak. 
Steady world demand for grains 
bolstered quotations. Corn, wheat, 
oats and rye improved. Cot- 
ton dipped. Livestock was little 
changed, a slight upturn in cattle 
being the only move.

These conditions are due to 
the change in diet mecessitated by 
fish food costs and dictated by the 
results of experimental feeding con-

ULES for trout fishing in Mis- 
souri are simple. Everyone fish- 
ing on a State park must have 
either the $1.00 county or the State 
$2.50 hunting and fishing license 
or the non-resident $1.00 trip li- 
cense good for 15 days. Residents 
of a county or resident women or 
minor children do not need licenses. 

The daily creel limit is a total of 
10 trout or a total of not more than 
10 pounds. Minimum length of trout 
is eight inches. 

Certain areas restricted only to 
flyfishing will be plainly marked 
off and persons violating these sanc- 
tuaries will be arrested for tres- 
passing under the State park rules.

Purchase of the land 
at $50 per was completed last 
week by the te Game and Fish 
Commissioner. The tract is in a 
wooded hollow on the St. Joseph- 
Easton road and is said to be ideal- 
ly located for the purpose. The fa- 
cllities of the Northwest Missouri 
Quail Club at the hatchery in St: 
Joseph will be transferred to the 
State hatchery. 

This will be the first state-owned 
quail hatchery in Missouri. Others 
are leased and will continue as be- 
fore. The hatchery will have a ca- 
pacity of 10,000 birds per year. 
Chukar partridges will be raised in 
addition to the quail. The Chukar 
is much more easily raised than 
quail and is a fast, hard-flying bird.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13— 
The State Public Welfare Commit- 


tee, authorized by the Leg-sla-ure 
at the request of Gov. Stark, will 


meet in Jefferson City Feb. 22, to 
begin an investigation of the desir- 
ability of a new governmental de- 
partment to administer social se- 
curity and other public welfare ac- 
tivities in Missouri. 

Senator Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage, ranking member of the 
committee of 10, issued the call for 
the meeting. 

Two proposals for the creation 
of a public welfare department 
will be available for consideration. 
One was prepared by former Gov. 
Park's Committee on Social Secur- 
ity, of which Senator McReynolds 
was chairman, and the other by 
Wallace Crossley, State Relief Ad- 
ministrator, in a report to Park. 

The Social Security Committee 
recommended that the Board of 
Managers of the State eleemosy- 
nary institutions be reorganized in- 
to a new department to inc -'e 
administration of most of the serv- 
ices involved under the Social Se- 
curity Act and the activities now 
directed by the Eleemosynary 


Board. 
Park Board Pian. 

The plan provides for the crea- 
tion of the following four divisions 
in the department: public as- 
sistance, to includé general relief, 
old-age assistance, aid to dependent 
children, and aid to the plind; child 
welfare; institutions, for the insane, 
feeble minded and the tuberculo- 
sis, and statistics and records. 

Appointment by the department's 
governing board of a director of 
recognized qualifications was’ urged 
by the McReynolds Committee, 
which also recommended that a 
subordinate non-partisan board of 
four members in each county be 
named by the State board to co- 
operate in carrying out the welfare 
services in the county. 

Pointing out the need for experi- 
enced administrators under such a 
plan, the committee in its report 
said: “It is of particular impor- 
tance that as the work is carried 
on, the State should put forth a 
persistent effort to evolve the same 
high grade of personnel and ad- 
ministrative standards in this field 
that have been developed in such 
fieldg as that of public education.” 

Crossley’s Proposals. 

Administrator Crossley, in pre 
senting his plan, said: “Unless there 
is seme real State planning in: re- 
gard public welfare and the so- 
cial securities program, so that co- 
ordination and erficiency in admin- 
istration may be secured at the 
outset, it will be costly to the tax- 
payers and unfair to those unfor- 
tunate citizens for whom the State 
and local subdivisions are assuming 
responsibility.” 

His suggestions for a State de- 
partment were almost identical 
with those of the Social Security 
Committee. The differences were 
on minor details of the administra- 
tive organization. | 

The new committee has been di- 
rected to present a plan for the 
department to the General Assem- 
bly.

HULL'S AIDS -DISCUSS 
NEUTRALITY PROGRAM 


Take Up Study of. Legislation 
With Senate Committee; 
No Conclusions.

Assistant Secretary Moore led the 
State Department delegation. Pitt- 
man said his’ own bill was chosen 
by them “for the purposes of dis- 
cussion.” He did not say, however, 
that they had indorsed it. 

Pittman discounted differences 
Between his bill and a measure of- 
fered by Clark (Dem.), Missouri; 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan; Nye 
{Rep.), North Dakota; and Bone 
(Dem.), Washington. He said he 
had amended his proposal again to 
bring it in line with the bill of- 
fered by these former members of 
the Senate Munitions Committee. 
Pittman’s amendment would bar 
insurance of goods shipped during 
a war in violation of the neutrality 
program. 

In talking with reporters, he con- 
tended his bill would prevent Amer- 
ican ships from going into war 
zones, whereas the other measure 
would prevent only American car- 
goes from entering these zones. 
“Both my bill and -the Clark bill 
protect against American oitizens 
losing their cargo,” Pittman said. 
“My bill goes farther and attempts 
to protect the lives of American 
seamen on’ American ships by pro- 
hibiting the ships from transporting 
to belligerents things that would 
rT cause the sinking of the 
ship.”

JUDGE NOLTE DEFERS 


WILFRED JONES RULING 


Considering Case for , and 
Against Accepting Baby 
Broker’s Resignation . as 

Lawyer. 


Decision on acceptance or rejec- 
tion of Willfred Jones’ resignation 
as a member of the bar was post- 


poned until next Saturday by Cir- 
cuit Judge Julius R. Nolte of Clay- 
ton after Grover C. Sibley, a mem- 
ber of the State Bar Advisory Com- 
mittee and of the St. Louis Bar Dis- 
ciplinary Committee, opposed ac 
ceptance at a hearing -yesterday. 
Jones, in St. Louis City Jail under 
10-year penitentiary sentence for his 
part in the mail fraud growing out 
of the great Muench™baby hoax, 


tendered his resignation. to Judge 


Nolte last Monday, three days after 
the St. Louis Bar Committee had 
filed a disbarment suit against him 
in St. Louis Circuit Court. 

The St. Louis County Bar Dis- 
ciplinary Committee, asked © by 
Judge Nolte for its opinion, Had 
recommended acceptance of Jones’ 
resignation, pointing out he had 
been admitted to the bar by the 
County Circuit Court in 1903. In 
continuing yesterday’s hearing, 


Judge Nolte asked the St. Louis’ 


committee to file written sugges- 
tions. 

Sibley ‘told the Court that al- 
though the St. Louis committee did 
not oppose speedy and economical 
disposition of the question of Jones’ 
legal status it was of the opinion 
that a Circuit Judge was without 
authority to accept resignation of 
an. attorney. Although a Circuit 
Court might remove the name of an 
attorney from the roll of lawyers 
authorized to practice in that court, 
Sibley said, it was questionable 
whether acceptance of a resignation 
would bar the attorney from prac- 
tice in other courts in the State. 


Moreover, he continued, such ac- 


tion in the County Circuit Court: 


might confuse the issue of jurisdic- 
tion, since the St. Louis: Circuit 
Court already had accepted jurisdic- 
tion of the disbarment suit. Jones 
has been ordered by Circuit Judge 
Robert J. Kirkwood of St. Louis to 
show cause March i1 why he should 
not be disbarred. 

If Judge Nolte should accept 
Jones’ resignation, Sibley 
a court record should be wmiade, 
showing the reasons for resignation

TENANCY COMMITTEE 
FOR LAND PROFITS TAX 


Decides on Measure to Avoid 
Periodic Booms and Rapid 
Farm Turnover. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Presi- 
dent Rodsevelt’s Farm Tenancy 
Committee has decided to recom- 
mend a Federal tax on profits made 
from selling land within five years 
after acquiring it, as a means to} 
prevent periodic land booms and to 
discourage the rapid turnover of 
farm property. : 

The committee’s recommenda- 
tions for a broad Federal and state 

effort to solve tenancy problems 
are scheduled to reach the Presi- 
dent early next week. 

In addition to the tax, it was said 
the committee would propose crea- 
tion of a farm security corporation 
to buy good farms and sell them to 
selected tenants, at low interest and 
on a 40-year payment plan. Ten- 
ants would have to pass a five-year 
trial before they could contract to 
purchase. It will also urge Federal 


purchase of 100,000,000 acres of poor , 
‘erop land to be retired from culti- 


vation. This would be bought at 
the rate of 3,000,000 to 5,000,000 
acres annually. 

Creation of a farm security ad- 
ministration to direct tenancy re- 
forms, and expansion of credit fa- 


‘cilities on a more liberal basis than o 


offered by the Farm Credit Admin-/S 
istration and other agencies are al- 
so on the program. 

The committee majority also was 
reported to favor State legislation 
which would: Improve landlord- 
tenant relations; set: up arbitration 
councils to settle lease disputes; 
provide compensation for tenants 
who improve rented property, and 
amend tax laws tc aid small farm- 
ers. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace,’ 
chairman of the committee, would, 
under its recommendations, be re- 
sponsible generally for administra- 
tion of the program. 

The committee’ was said to have 
estimated that 2,865,000 farmers were 
tenants, and that this landless group 
was-increasing at the rate of 40,000 
a year. The committee will report, it 
was said, that tenancy is leading to 
“imprisonment in a fixed social 
status.” It was learned on good 
authority that the committee found 
seven groups in need of Government 
financial aid or direction: Tenants 
with relations unfavorablé to both 
landlord and tenant; ‘croppers, 
chiefly on tobacco and cotton farms 
of the South and operating 716,000 
farms; farm laborers, comprising 
one-fourth of all persons employed 
by agriculture; farmers on submar- 
ginal land; farmers on land too 
smal] in size to support them; farm- 
ers helplessly burdened by debts;

these three objectives, I believe, the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards should: dedicate itself dur- 
ing 1937. 

“To illustrate the effect of these 
three factors, let us consider the 
case of a homebuyer who purchased 
a home prior to 1929. Nobody 
knows what the average interest 
rate was at that time. A banker 
estimated that it was between 8 


and 10 per cent in Wisconsin. As- 


sume it was 7 per cent. Assume 11 
years was allowed in which to re- 
pay. The average term was prob- 
ably less than five years. Suppose 
the average tax rate was 25 mills. 
Under these conditions the home 
buyer carried, on a $5000 home upon 
which he had paid 20 per cent, a 
burden of $64 per month. Any 
marked decrease in income would 
and did wipe out his equity, blast 
his dream of home and security and 
leave him a bitter critic of the sys- 
tem which made his misfortune 
possible. 
4% Interest Rate Proposed. 

“It is my deliberate judgment, 
and I am speaking now only for 
myself, that the interest rate for 
ordinary homes should not exceed 
4% per cent; that the period of 
amortization should be not less than 
30 years and the tax rate not more 
than 1 per cent. Under these terms 
a client could purchase this same 
house at a monthly cost of $30.25, 
a reduction of $33.75, 

“With these figures in mind you 
ean understand the statement re- 
cently issued by the Department of 
Commerce to the effect that if the 
interest rate alone could be reduced 
1% per cent and the amortization 
rate somewhat extended, 5,000,000 
more families would be brought into 
the bracket that could own their 
homes. 

Are the possibilities involved in 
these figures t to home 
buyers? Are they vital to the build- 
ing industry: Will they affect our 
standard of living? Are they im- 
portant to unemployment, still the 
No. 1 problem of the day? Are 
they a factor in social security?

CONSTRUCTION GAIN ~ 
OF 20 PER CENT 


F. W. Dodge Reports on Jan- 
uary Compared With Same 
Month Last Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—A gain of 
more than 20 per cent was shown 
in construction during January as 
contrasted with the figures for De- 
cember, 1936, according to data 
from F. W. Dodge Corporation. 
The January, 1937, total likewise 
was some 13 per cent better than 
the figure for January, 1936. For 
the 37 eastern states covering all 
classes of construction, the total 
amounted to $242,844,000 in January, 
1937, and compares with $199,695,- 
700 for Decémber, 1936, and $214,- 
792,800 for January,’ 1936. Each 
major geographic district registered 
a gain over December totais, ex- 
cept New Engiand, the Central 
Northwest and the New Orleans dis- 
trict: (Louisiana and Mississippi). 
Gains over January, 1936, were 
scored in all principal territories 
except: New England, the Chicago 
district (Northern Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Southeast Wisconsin), the 
Central Northwest, Kansas City 
district (Kansas, Western Wiscon- 
sin, Oklahoma and Nebraska), the 
New Orleans territory and Texas. 

The January, 1937, construction 
total for the 37 eastern states as a 
whole included $78,423,700 for resi- 
dential building, $95,968;900 for non- 
residential building and $68,451,400 
for public works and public vwitili- 
ties. The residential figure was 20 
per cent greater than the Decem- 
ber, 1936, figure and. more than 
doubled the total of $37,439,500 
shown for this class of construction 
during January, 1936. Gains in resi- 
dential building over a year ago 
were shown for each major geo- 
graphic area east of the Rockies 
without exception—the most pro- 
nounced gains occurred in the met- 
ropolitan area of New York, the 
Pittsburgh territory (Ohio, West- 
ern Pennsylvania, Kentucky and 
West Virginia), the middle Atlantic 
states and Southern Michigan.

HEN Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. 
Curtin decided to build a house 
they stipulated an unostenta- 


tioned as one of the requirements, 
but the size, the number of rooms 
and their orientation were definitely 
fixed from the very beginning. After 
a thorough study of the plan, the 
aspect of the house evolved into a 
type which is identified with the 
early mansions peculiar to this part 
of the country. 


The early houses here had a dig- 
nified character which was unlike 
that found in houses elsewhere.

@ FOR TWO YEARS during this 
extraordinary diet Dan was playing 
in “The Belle of New York,” doing 
a fine job..

room for argument. It can’t be 
true, however, that he died as a 
result of eating poor snails. For 
our snails were of the finest. They 
were the true snail of Burgundy, 
raised from patrician stock. The 
Burgundy snail (I’m not joking) 
has the most equable disposition 
of any snail in the world, and he 
feeds exclusively on the leaf of the 
Burgundy grape. We treated him 
like the extra-special delicacy that 
he was, had him shipped to us in 
padded crates, each crate stuffed 
with fresh grapevine leaves. We 
cooked him lovingly and served him 
smiling.

There’s the celebrated case of 

diamond-back terrapin which used 
to be fed to the slaves in the South 
in such quantities that some of the 
slave owners’ contracts carried 
clauses which forbade feeding ter- 
rapin to the Negro boys oftener 
than twice a week. You can't get 
terrapin now save in the hoitiest 
places and you'll be lucky to get 
{t under $5 a portion. Sweetbreads 
came under this same category, 
though sweetbreads have never, I’m 
glad to say, become as ridiculously 
exclusive as terrapin. You prob- 
ably haven't thought of serving 
braised sweetbreads to the family— 
but why not?

@ SOAK ONE PAIR of sweet- 
breads in cold water for one hour. 
Then duck them into a quart of 
boiling water, into which you've 
first put one tavlespoon of vinegar 
end one teagpoon of salt.

good and firm. Next give the sweet- 
breads a good going-over, taking out 
any stray bits of windpipe or mem- 
brane, then press them under a 
light weight. Dot them with but- 
ter and lay them out in a shallow 
casserole and stick the casserole 
into a moderate oven. 

In five minutes baste them with 
some melted butter; at the same 
time lightly brush each sweetbread 
with beef extract. The best way to 
do this is put one teaspoon of beef 
extract in a small cup and put the 
tup handily by you on the stove. 
Put ‘he sweetbreads back into the 
oven and bake them for five min- 
utes longer. Then baste them again 
and season lightly with salt and 
pepper. When you've got the 
sweetbreads on a hot platter pour 
the rest of the butter and extract 
sauce.which is in the casserole 
over them.

HOMINY NESTS. 


HE pilanked dinner is a de luxe 

edition of the one-dish meal. It 

has all the humble virtues of 
convenience that have popularized 
the casserole combining meat with 
vegetables, yet none of the latter’s 
plebeian ways. When the meat or 
fish is ringed around with vege- 
tables neatly arranged in individ- 
ual portions, the whole framed with 
a border of Duchess potatoes, 
boiled rice, noodles or hominy, the 
nicely assembled plank meal is 
truly a good-to-eat picture; a 
“still life’ of opulence. 

Yet its eye arresting, palate 
clutching qualities are only half 
the planked meal’s charm. The 
manner in which it definitely elim- 
inates kitchen clutter is a virtue 
not to be overlooked. Dishes which 
have a way of piling up with amaz- 
ing rapidity during the process of 
the average meal, by it are re- 
duced by at least a third. The 
planked meal necessitates no serv- 
ing dishes with their extra serving 
spoons, no dishes for creamy foods 
—these are served in natural hold- 
ers—mashed potato nests, peppers, 
hollowed tomatoes and onion cups. 
The entire main course and some- 
times the salad as well are served 
direct from pank to dinner plates. 


The planked dinner eliminates all 
last-minute scurry of dishing up. 
For the food is planked in advance 
and in perfect safety may be left 
in a slow oven for that last 15 or 
20 minutes before “dinner is served” 
—time to allow the maidless host- 
ess a few minutes out of the kitch- 
en in which to powder her nose, 
shake up a cocktail and serve it 
herself in the living room—all with 
the calm assurance that dinner is 
taking good care of itself.

Raw salmon planked is no nov- 
elty, but canned salmon — did 
you ever think of planking that? 
Mix the contents of a can of 
salmon, flaked, with an equal 
amount of mashed potatoes, sea- 
son with salt and pepper and one- 
fourth cup of melted butter. Place 
the mixture in the center of a well- 
greased and heated plank and warm 
under a low broiler flame for 20 
minutes. Easy as that to make and 
so good! Garnish with cress and 
flank with cooked vegetables. 

The casserole dish may be cooked 
and. served on a plank. Logically, 
this takes center position, the sides 
of the container hidden by a parsley 
wreath. The cooked and seasoned 
vegetables are arranged like wheel 
spokes around this hub of the meal. 


HOOSE vegetables that will look 
C alluring and can be transferred 
with ease from plank to plate. 
For instance, asparagus tips laid in 
small bundles—each bundle inserted 
through a ring of lemon, pimiento 
or green pepper. Carrots, cut in 
julienne strips and string beans, ju- 
lienne style. Thesé latter may be 
prepared from fresh vegetables, or 
may be commandeered from a can. 
Several available brands of canned 
products feature these vegetables 
cut in long, slender sticks. Then 
there are canned beets fashioned 
like jack straws. Carrot sticks in 
candied orange rings brighten up 
the plank. So do green beans bound 
with rings of candied lemon. 
Creamed vegetables are delicious 
but are not designed for the plank. 
They belong in croustades, timbales

Other nest possibilities 
are: hominy, spaghetti, macaroni 
and mashed potatoes. If not as- 
signed the role of vegetable con- 
tainer, any of the last named five 
may, and usually does, appear on 
the plank as the outer border. In 
this case the border is added first, 
then backed by nests or pockets to 
steam the flow of vegetables or 


gravy. 

Salad may be a separate course or 
served on the plank in the form of 
a garnish—carrot and cucumber 
straws, for instance, or bouquets 
of watercress, radish roses, olives, 
quarters of tomato or celery curls. 

If you choose a plank with a tray 


that has a wide, flat rim, small in- |

Modern, 
of course, is in high favor and 
fits particularly well into this 
bright sunshiny background, but 
much of this type of architecture 
is a modernization of the tradi- 
tional styles which would prove as 
suitable for St. Louis as it is for 
Miami, 

To me, one of the most interest- 
ing and attractive features of the 
‘houses down here, is the way in 
which the landscaping has been 
planned as an integral part of the 
exterior. 
ical vegetation lends an exotic 
touch, impossible to obtain in our 
climate, it is still possible for us 
to get many excellent ideas from 
the method in which the planting 
is done. 

In the first place, the planting 
is most carefully planned both as 
to color and contour. The massing 
of the vegetation is artfully ar- 
ranged to accentuate the lines of 
the building. But, most effective 
of all, are the innumerable little 
wall gardens which are built as part 
of the house. These little troughs 
are built up against the face of the 
house, usually two to four feet 
from the ground, and they are 
planted at the top, much in ~ the 
manner of window: boxes. The 
beauty of this type of planting is 
that the greenery is silhouetted 
against the wall of the house, which 
is usually white, and seems as 
much a part of the house as the 
windows and doors.

COLOR IS another thing that 
the architects down here have 
learned to use most adroitly. About 
90 per cent of these houses are 
white and color is used as an ac- 
centing note. St. Louis, too, has 
learned the charm and. beauty of 
white houses, but it has still some- 
thing to learn in the way of using 
color to add interest to the details. 

Here, shutters, window frames 
and doors all add a note of color 
to the exterior and frequently 
there are even bandings of color 
around the house or at the corners. 
While turquoise and a deep bright 
blue seem the most favored colors, 
such tones as coral, sea green, yel- 
low, gray and even lavender are 
frequently seen.

The length ,of the Lenten period 
is also about right for one of these 
cures. A reducing regime doesn’t 
work unless you take three or four 
weeks to it. In 40 days a large 
group of large people should be 
able to lose about 20'pounds apiece 
—roughly, a couple of tons. 


IT IS A voluntary choice now 
when the world is so industrialized 
that food is available all year 
round, but Lenten fasting was 
probably once a matter of neces- 
sity. It came at the time of year 
when the larder was low and the 
cupboard was bare. When the 
winter supplies had about run out, 
and the old people, looking at their 
scruffy hands, would mumble that 
they would be all right as soon as 
they could get out and pick them 
a mess of greens. 

If Lent does nothing else but re- 
mind us of the advantage of our 
time over other days, it should be 
welcomed. It is a reminder of a 
social order that is passing. We 
are still striving with the aid—the 
very inadequate aid—of the social 
sciences to control the conduct and 
government of man. If success 
ever comes of that endeavor, all 
the resources of science—medical, 
hygienic and physical—will be con- 
centrated and brought into play to 
make man’s lot more endurable. 
Indeed, it is unthinkable to suppose 
that any social order can be ac- 
complished except by the strict 
utilization of those resources, 

The churches succeed better than 
the state, even now, in controlling 
men’s conduct. It is worth while 
to take advantage of Lent to apply | 
medical methods to the relief of 
some of our bodily and mental 
states at a time when the churches 
make our resolution stronger than 
at ordinary times.

VEN the can-opening wives no 

longer can be left to their fun 

of dispensing a meal with one 
sure-fire blow. There are sufficient 
can openers on the market to en- 
tice the most simple-minded cook 
into purchasing a complete ,ensem- 
ble, and each one seems mere com- 
plicated .than its neighbor. The 
prize type, when installed in state 
on the favored position in the 
kitchen resembles a miniature guil- 
lotine and, if manufacturers’ prom- 
ises come true, will chop off the 
heads of cans with equal precision. 

Competing for honors and a fa- 
vorite with those who like to per- 
form even that trite task of pre- 
paring a canned dinner with the 
precision and science of the modern 
expert is a new gadget which looks 
somewhat like a doll-size ice cream 
freezer.

these six: 

Showing dissatisfaction, either 
by grimace or word, when your 
partner leads the wrong card or 
makes the wrong bid. Such an act 
is not only rude to your partner— 
it is unfair to your opponents, 
since your partner will know bet- 
ter than to repeat the “mistake” 
he has made, 

Picking up your cards before the 
deal is completed. (That’s unfair 
to the dealer, who is entitled to 
have as much time to examine his 
hand as anybody else has.) 

Leaving the table, when you're 
dummy, to stand behind your part- 
ner and see how he plays the hand. 
The dummy should sit quietly in 
his seat until the hand is played 
out—unless he or she leaves the 
table for a good reason. 

Holding up the game by talking 
about the last hand—or anything 
else, for that matter. 

Complaining about bad luck or 
gloating about good luck, good 
play or your opponents’ bad play, 

Intentionally violating rules—or 
hesitating to pay the proper pen- 
alty when you have violated the 
rules unintentionally.

Bing 
Crosby's ‘‘Waikiki Wedding’’ made some sort of a record by keeping 


the picture-takers busy for a bit over half an hour.

“rushes” of the pictures were looked at that evening it is quite like- 


ly that the directers decided that a 
good part of the day’s work would 
have to be retaken. With things 
moving at that pace you can see 
why six months can be easily used 
in making a screen epic. 

What goes. on the rest of the 
eight-hour day? A lot of things. 
Actors and extras are rehearsed 
and re-rehearsed with the camera 
lens closed. Lights, weighing about 
a ton apiece, are shifted all over 
the place until the boss camera 
man—he never “turns a crank” 
himself—thinks they are in a po- 
sition to do the most good. Direc- 
tors and “dialogue directors”—ex- 
perts who used to be called gag 
men—consult on what seem to be 
needed changes in the original 
author’s wordage, but do not con- 
sult the author. Even if they want- 
ed to, which they never do, he 
wouldn't be available, either being 
out playing golf or having gone 
back to New York. These little

ly settled, the camera makes a 
shot and then remakes the same 
thing anywhere from five to 50 
ang until the director is satis- 
ied.

AXWELL ANDERSON, who was once a newspaperman him- 
Mew. almost has become an entire Broadway theatrical season 
with the presentation of his third play, ‘“‘The Masque of Kings.” 
Before this one; and an exciting play it is, Anderson wrote the pres 
ent profitably selling shows, ‘‘High Tor’ and “The Wingless Victory.” 
But, the best is, and all the critics attest to this, is ‘“‘The Masque 

of Kings.” In this romantic, dramatic episode he pictures the love 
of Prince Rudolph of Austria for Mary Vetsera in 1889. He pictures 
well the mind and motives of Rudolph, a harsh but understanding 


Prince of democratic motives, but a Prince still influenced and ruled 


by the imperial cruelty of Franz 


Joseph’s court. 


The Prince is in love, terribly in love, and even above that ardor 
he holds most dear the chance he has to weld an empire over which he 


can rule with a semblance of sanity.

Henry Hull, 
who has given many fine perform- 
ances on the stage, was difficult to 
understand in some of his best 
scenes on the opening night and 
Margo, as the Baroness Mary Vet- 
sera, often drifted into a verbal fog 
not appreciated by the audience, 

Otherwise, the players were good 
and meritorious and deserving of 
the bouquets of applause they re- 
ceived.

ships Rapidly Increasing 
Grip on ‘Economic _Life—_ 
Heavy Concentration in 


Few Hands.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13. 

IG business, through the extension of 
chain ownership, is rapidly increasing its 
hold on America’s economic life. The 
process‘ has gone on, in some fields at an ac- 
celerated rate, through the depression and 
four years of the New Deal. 

This is shown in a study recently complet- 
ed by a group of economists who have at. 
tempted to determine just how big big busi- 
ness really is. While the conclusions they 
reach are conservatively expressed, the trend 
toward greater concentration is plain. % 

First results of the study are contained in 
a volume called “Big Business: Its Growth 
and Its Place,”” published by the Twentieth 
Century Fund. Rufus S. Tucker was director 
of the survey and Alfred L. Bernheint editor 
They announce that. other 
volumes will be published showing in greater 
detail the extent to which big business dom- 
inates American economic life. By the phrase 
big business, the authors mean that share of 
the nation’s economic activity carried en by 
giant corporations with resources of more 
than $50,000,000 and an annua? turnover of 
more .than $5,000,000. Banks with many 
branches, chain grocery concerns, corpora- 
tions with numerous plants manufacturing a 
variety of products, all come within this clas- 
sification, 


Banking Concentration. 


In the field of finance in particular, the 
Wuthors show, a comparatively few large cor- 
porations have extended their hold over bank- 
ing and credit -im recent years at a startling 
rate. Between 1925 and 1934, the study 
shows, the biggest national banks “have 
gained vastly in relative importance. In 
number they remained insignificant, but their 
share of the total assets of all national banks 
rose from. slightly more than one-fourth to 
not much less than one-half.” 

Further evidence of increasing concentra- 
*tion, the authors say, is the growing propor- 
tion of the total loans and investments of all 
banks held by the country’s 20 largest banks. 
In 1920 the 20 “giants” held only 13.8 per 
cent of all loans and investments. By 1931 
this had increased to 27.3 per cent. 


Regaining Lost Ground. 


“Between 1900 and 1920,” the authors say, 
“the largest 20 banks lost some ground -rela- 
tively. This, of course, was the result of the 
great increase in the number of small banks 
during that period. With the reversal of this 
trend after 1920, the largest banks began to 
recover their lost ground. They have gradu- 
ally absorbed a continually greater proportion 
of the banking business. After 1928 the in- 
crease was very rapid, primarily the result of 
the many mergers of already big banking in- 
stitutions. In 1931, the 20 biggest banks 
held very nearly twice the proportion of as- 
sets they did in 1920. : 
“Corresponding figures have not been pub- 
lished for the years after 1931, but data on 
deposits indicate that the largest banks con- 
tinued to improve their relative position. In 
1930, the 25. biggest institutions held 30 per 
cent of the deposits of all banks in the United 
States, exclusive of mutual savings banks. By 
1935 their proportion had risen to 38% per cent 
——a@ gain of more than one-fourth.” | 


Branch banking, the authors point out, 
has developed mainly in seven states and, 
with the exception of California, a!most en- 
tirely in the form of-city branche subsidiary 
to a head office: But recently and particu- 
larly since che banking holiday of 1933, large 
banks have established countrywide branches 
and even ir. some, irstances - branches 
throughout a state. . Leading branch bank- 
ing states at the end of 1935 were California 
with 798 branches, New York with 671, Ohie 
with 169, Massachusetts with 449, Michigan 
with 147, New Jersey with 118 and Penn- 
sylvania with 107. 

“Branch banking,’ the authors write, “is, 
of course, a type of ‘concentration’ because 
of the centralized control over resources. <0 
likewise are group and chain banking.

ed the so-called “background” method of communi- 
cating his views; which means that the information 
is not to be attributed to the President; but, stripped | 
of camouflage, in that conference Mr. Roosevelt was 
addressing the country. 

Let us examine his defense. 

The central point in it is that his revolutionary 
plan was drawn up in response to public opinion. In 
an effort to substantiate this thesis, he cites the 
fact that, following the NRA decision of May, 1935, 
in which the Supreme Court unanimously knocked 
out what Mr. Roosevelt himself refers to as the heart 
of the New Deal program, thousands of letters were 
received at the White House urging him to act. 

' In response, Mr. Roosevelt secretly turned them 
over to Attorney-General Cummings’ and Solicitor- 
General Reed, who are, in effect, his attorneys, to 
discover whether the letters contained a workable 
program. By last spring—nearly a year ago—their 
work on the letters, we are now informed, began to 
take on definite form. It appeared to the attorneys 
that there were two courses open: (1) change the 
Constitution; (2) change the court. 

The first was abandoned for two reasons, accord- 
ing to the defense: Because it would take too long 
and because a constitutional amendment might not 
pass. So the President adopted the second plan. 
How does the first reason appear in the light of re- 
cent history? Recent history shows that when the 
people really want to change the Constitution, they 
do it quickly. The repeal amendment was passed in 
less than 10 months. The lame-duck amendment 
was passed in less than 11 months. That leaves only 
the second reason—the amendment might not pass. 
But how does the President’s second reason square 
with his central point of defense, namely, that he 
was moved by public opinion? If he really wanted 
public opinion, why didn’t he ask the whole public? 
His attorneys had reached their conclusion between 
the two courses months before the opening of the 
presidential campaign, which offered the perfect op- 
portunity to sound public opinion. It is the primary 
function of presidential campaigns to lay great issues 
before the country for decision. 

Here was the most important possible issue, but 
the President preserved complete silence on it 
throughout the campaign, smilingly resisting chal- 
lenges to tell what was in his mind. 

The facts compel the conclusion that the President 
did not take the public into his confidence for fear 
he would be overruled. But concealment did not 
stop there. He concealed the plan from the many 
members of Congress who are distinguished authori- 
ties on the operation of the Supreme Court and the 
Constitution. He concealed it even from the members 
of his official council—the Cabinet—with the excep- 


in the United States knew about it. 

Why did the President impart his idea to Messrs. 
Cummings and Reed? That, too, is obvious. He did 
so because he had to. These two men were not ad- 
visers. They were technicians. It was their job to 
draft a bill embodying the mechanics of the Presi- 
dent’s plan, so that, when he sprang it on the coun- 
try, the bill would be all ready, with every “i” dot- 
ted and every “t” crossed, on the theory that a sub- 
servient Congress would promptly affix the rubber 
stamp. Then the country would be confronted with 
what the diplomats call a fait accompli. A fait ac- 
compli means an accomplished fa¢t and, again to cite 
the usage of the diplomats, when that happens, there 
is nothing to do but sit back and take it. 

So, as we get a bird’s-eye view of the President’s 
course, revealed by his defense, we find that he 
deliberately followed a course of concealment and 
that he sedulously avoided the test of public opin- 
ion, which he now speciously cites as the justifica- 
tion of his defense. We find, even more ominously, 
that the President followed the tactics of a despot 
and a dictator. It need not be added that the people 
want no despotism, however noble in purpose. 
Thus does Mr. Roosevelt’s defense crumple under 
analysis. 
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JUSTICE STORY ON THE COURT. 
The passage from Charles Evans Hughes’ book, “The 
Supreme Court of the United States,” which is re- 
printed under the cartoon today, quotes Justice Story 
as saying in effect that enlargement of the bench 
in 1837 slowed it down.

T is interesting to observe that of the 
[suaes (Chief Justices and Associate Jus- 

tices) who have served on the Supreme 
Court since its foundation, exclusive of those 
now on the bench (in 1927), 24 served less 
than 10 years: 16 served more than 10 years 
but less than 20 years; 10 served more than 
20 years and less than 25 years; six served 
more than 25 years and less than 30 years, 
and eight served more than 30 years. 

Chief Justice Marshall and Associate Jus- 
tice Field served over 34 years, the latter 
holding the record by a few months. Justices 
Story and Harlan served over 33 years. The 
other Judges who served over 30 years were 
Bushrod Washington, William Johnson, Mc- 
Lean and Wayne, 

Five of the Chief Justices rendered service 
after they were 70 years of age: Marshall for 
about 10 years and Taney for about 17 
years; Waite for a year and a half, Fuller 
for seven years and White for five and a 
half years. Twenty-three Associate Justices 
served after they had reached the age of 70. 

On the policy of compelling retirement, 
there are conflicting opinions. Chancel- 
lor Kent was compelled to leave the bench 
at the age of 60 and then at the height of 
his power proceeded to write his Commen- 
taries.. Today we witness the retirement of 


two Judges from the Court of Appeals in — 


New York, and of the Presiding Justice of 
the Appellate Division of the First Depart- 
ment in that State, in full vigor which per- 
mits them to resume the practice of law.

I verily believe, if there were 
12 Judges, we should do no. business at all, 
or at least very little.” 

Doubtless, a rhetorical exaggeration to em- 
phasize a strong point! Everyone who has 
worked in a group knows the necessity of 
limiting the size to obtain efficiency. And 
this is peculiarly true of a judicial body.

5 EE Action Follows Resignation 
of Reich’s Evangelical 
Ordinating Body. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Feb. 13. — Nazi Ger- 
many decided today on new efforts 
to reguiate its relations with the 
protestant Church, New decrees to 
that effect were prepared. for pub- 
lication Monday. No information 
on their contents was given out, 

Resignation of the Reich’s Evan- 

ical Church Council, designated 
by Nazi officials to co-ordinate the 
hurch, brought to a head Ger- 
many’s conflict between church 
and state. It has been going on 
since 1933 when Chancellor Hitler 
appointed an Army chaplain, the 
Rev. Ludwig Bueller, to bring the 
church into line with the authori- 
tarian idea of government, 

Guesses on the new laws varied 
between two extremes. On the one 
hand there was an expectation that 
complete separation of church. and 
state would be declared, with re- 
_ guiting curtailment of all govern- 
ment subsidies hitherto given to the 
church. Representatives of the 
confessional synods said they were 
prepared for such @ measure and 
would welcome it. These groups 
have opposed the Nazi Church co- 
ordination plan. 

On the other hand, Nazi Chris- 
tians expressed hope the Govern- 
ment might restate policies of 1933- 
34 to force the Evangelical Church 
to submit to Nazi domination. The 
Evangelical Council, headed by 
the Rev. Wilhelm Zoellner, handed 
its resignation to Reichsminister 
Hans Kerrl. Automatically the 
authority for establishing order in 
church affairs reverted to Kerrl 


tantism, unlike Catholicism, has no 
court of last appeal such as the 
Vatican for ruling on questions of 
dogma, and that therefore the 
Nazi-assumed task of uniting con- 
flicting factions was hopeless.

PROF, HOOTON OF HARVARD 
10 GIVE “APOLOGY FOR MAN” 


Anthropologist Will Deliver Lecture 
at Wednesday Club in Series 
Sponsored by Alumni. 

Dr. E. A. Hooton, professor of 
anthropology at Harvard Univer- 
sity, will speak at 8 p. m. Wednes- 
day at the Wednesday Club audi- 
torlum as part of a series of lec- 
tures sponsored by the university 
and Associated Harvard Clubs. His 
subject will be “Apology for Man,” 

Dr. Hooton was a Rhodes scholar 
at Oxford and received his degree 
in anthropology there. Several 
years ago he undertook the ex- 
amination of 16,000 prisoners in 10 
States in an effort to determine 
whether a connection existed be- 
tween physical characteristics and 
anti-social tendencies. The project 
has not been completed. 

At the Chicago Century of Prog- 
tess Exposition, he and associates 
took measurements of 16,000 visi- 
tors selected at random as part of 
another research program. He is 
the author of three books dealing 
with anthropology. Admission to 
the lecture will be by invitation.

Since in a matter of such vast de- 
tail Congress itself could not possibly pass 
laws for all situations, regulations by 
boards or commissions would be the only 
practical method, and the finding of invalidi- 
ty in that respect became a vital weakness 
in the whole planned economy scheme. The 
separate opinion of Justices Cardozo and 
Stone spoke of the NRA enforcement scheme 
as “delegation running riot.” 
A year before this sweeping decision, when 
NRA was being administered by Gen. John- 


Roosevelt, in a speech to employers, had eéx- 
pressed unbounded confidence in the consti- 
tutionality of the law, saying: , 

“And now to be more specific in regard to 
NRA itself, you have set up representative 
government. in industry. You are carrying it 
on without violation of the constitutional or 
parliamentary system to which the United 
States has been accustomed.” 


Undeterred, He Pushed 


Guffey Coal Bill Through. 

With the NRA knockout fresh in the pub- 
lic mind, President Roosevelt urged Congress 
to enact the Guffey Coal Act, sometimes de- 

scribed as a “little NRA” for the coal mining 
industry. When the bill was before a com- 
mittee of the House he wrote to a member 
of that committee: 

“I hope that your committee will not 
permit doubts as to  constitutionality, 
however reasonable, to block the suggested 
legislation.” 

The act was passed, and, as was widely 


|expected, was held unconstitutional by the 


Supreme Court, 

Meanwhile the court had held the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act to be unconstitu- 
tional, completing the nullification of the 
New Deal legislative program. 

In the AAA and Guffey Coal. Acts it was 
asserted that the taxing power of the Feder- 
al Government gave authority for the regu- 
lations which those acts set up. in the AAA 
case the Court helt the Governrent could 
not do indirectly, through the taxing power, 
what it could not do directly. In both cases

“In the meantime 
the population of the United States 
increased only 36 per cent. It is 
obvious that whatever concentra- 
tion has taken place in the world 
of business is not manifested by a 
decrease in the number of separate 
enterprises. It is interesting to 
note, however, that the number of 
reporting partnerships decreased 
about one-third from their peak in 
1924 to 1933, while the number of 
reporting corporations decreased 
only about 3 per cent from their 
peak which came in 1930. This is 
further evidence of the trend to- 
ward the corporate form of owner- 
ship.” 

The authors cite statistics of in- 
come for 1933 to show the “striking 
concentration of corporate weaith 
in the hands of a smail number of 
very large corporations; and, con- 
versely, a very large proportion of 
the total number of corporations 
with a minute share of the total 
wealth.” 

Big Holdings in Few Hands. 


The largest 594 corporations, each 
reporting total assets of $50,000,000 
or more, with an average of $240,- 
000,000, owned 53.2 per cent of the 
total assets of all active reporting 
corporations submitting balance 
sheets. Yet numerically the 594 rep- 
resented only 0.15 per cent. And if 
only non-financial corporations are 
considered, the authors add, 375 
companies out of 287,575, or 0.13 per 
cent, owned 56.2 per cent of total 
assets. 

In certain industries a few  con- 
cerns employ virtually all the work- 
ers in the industry. A conspicuous 
example is the manufacture. of 
cigarettes with 99.4 per cent of all 
wage earners employed in the larg- 
est eight concerns and 91.4 per cent 
in the largest four. At the other 
extreme is women’s clothing which 
had only 3.7 per cent in the largest 
six and 2.1 per cent in the largest 
three, The tendency, the report 
shows; is away from single plants 
employing large numbers of work- 
erg and in the direction of multiple 
units employing smaller numbers. 

“The figures,” the authors state, 
“bring out a startling contrast be- 
tween concentration of wealth at 
one end of the corporate scale and 
diffusion at the other. The full ex- 
tent of concentration is to some 
degree understated because cer- 
tain corporations controlled by oth- 
ers are separately reported, owing 
to the fact that they are less than 
95 per cent owned by their parent 
corporations, 

Many Stockholders. 

“On the other hand, it must be 
noted that concentration of .corpor- 
ate wealth is not the same thing as 
concentration of individual wealth. 
With few exceptions the largest 594 
corporations are ‘publicly owned.’ 
Thousands, and in some cases sev- 
eral hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple are stockholders, while a large 
proportion of the small corporations 
are owned by a single individual or 
a family or by a closely restricted 
group. Widespread ownership of 
giant corporations means, however, 
potential rather than actual demo- 
cratic control. Except under the 
most unusual circumstances, stock- 
holders neither participate in the 
affairs of the corporation nor ques- 
tion the activities of the manage- 
ment.” 

A Word of Caution. 

Having shown the extraordinary 
degree of concentration that exists 
the authors of the study caution 
against too hasty a conclusion 
about the role of big business in 
American life. Thus, in the total 
economic activity of the country, 
corporations account for but 57 per 
cent of all income produced, with

pany was so obviously a device fpr 
accomplishing what the courts con- 
demned in the trust form of or- 
ganization that there was some 
question as to its legality from the 
very beginning. This, no doubt, 
partly explains why, although the 
State of New Jersey had opportunely 
amended its corporation law ‘to 
legalize the holding company in 
1889, the device did not begin 
become common until the opening 
of the present century. The chief 
reason, however, was the dullness 
in business and the lack of con- 
fidence among investors which fol- 
lowed the panic of 1893-04. Al- 
though holding companies were not 
unknown before 1889, corporations 
had usually not been allowed to 
hold stocks of other corporations 
until then.” ; 
How Corporations Grow. 

But “internal” growth, which oc 
curs through “plowing back” earn- 
ings, is a continuous process except 
for periods of depression, the au- 
thors point out. Thus the big 
corporation gets bigger by a cease- 
less process of internal expansion. 
External growth, on the other hand, 
occurs, according to the authors, 
in more or less sharply defined 
waves. External growth occurs 
through the sale of securities to the 
public to finance expansion and us 
a result of mergers or combinations. 

Finally in conclusion the authors 
write: ’ 

“The picture can be painted in 
two sharply contrasting colors. For 
example, taking the broadest view, 
it can be truthfully said that 81 
per cent of all American econontic 
activity is carried on by the medium’ 
or small corporations, by firms 
which are not incorporated at all 
or, by individuals. More than two- 
fifths of the entire business ac- 
tivity in the United States is not 
in corporate hands at aill—mueh 
less in the grip of the giants. Of 
the total] national income produced, 
the ions with $50,000,000 .or 
more assets produced only 18.4 per 
cent in 1933. From this point of 
view the large corporation sinks 
into relative insignificance. 

Contrasting Pictures. 

“By concentrating attention only 
on that particular 57 per cent of 
our economic life which is carried 
on by corporations, it can just as 
truthfully be said that 594 corpora- 
tions out of the 504,080 that existed 
in 1933—or one-tenth of 1 per cent 
—own more than half the assets 
of all corporations put together. 
Or to put it in another way, 95 
per cent of all corporations in the 
United States own only slightly 
more than 14 per cent of all the 
corporate assets. This sounds as 
if American business were com- 
pletely dominated by big business, 
And such is a very common opin- 
ion, 

“Yet this is just as ‘colored’ a 
picture as the other. Both pictures 
are true at the same time and 
both must be kept in mind if the 
realities are to be firmly grasped.” 

And finally the authors warn in 
their concluding paragraph that 
the figures they present do not 
tell the whole story of the concen-

tions. Concentration can be ef- 
fected and contro] exercised, they 
point out, in ways that cannot be 
measured statistically in- 
terlocking directorates, investment 
trusts, trade associations and bank- 
ing affiliations.

TROPIC FEVER. By Ladisiao Szekely. 
(Harper G Brothers, New York.) 


ROPIC fever is something that 
gets into the blood of a man 
'* who goes primitive in Sumatra. 
It makes him beat coolies and 
curse the day that brought him 
there. Sometimes it drives him to 
write a book. In that case it is a

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Sena- 
tor Homer T. Bone of Washington 
State said today President Roose- 
velt has taken a definite stand in 
favor of provision by the Fedéral 
Government of “adequate funds so 
that the construction of the Grand 


Coulee project may proceed in an 
efficient manner and without de- 
lay. ” 

At a meeting of the Washington 
State delegation, he made public a 
letter from the President in reply 
to the delegation’s recent appeal for 
executive support for an appropria- 
tion of at least $15,000,000 to assure 
uninterrupted construction of the 
Grand Coulee dam. 

“It is evident: a waste of money 
wil] be entailed if construction of 
the high dam does not proceed 
vpon completion of ‘tthe present 
structure, due to the loss of in- 
terest on the money now invested 
by the Government, and on account 
of the necessity, at some future 
date, for organizing a new working 
force and preparing the foundation 
so that a bond may be obtained 
between the old and new atruc- 
tures,” the President said in his let- 
ter to Bone. “Tremendous benefit 
will accrue to the Northwest by 
the building of Grand Coulee dam 
and power plant and the Columbia 
irrigation project.” 

The President said, however, it

\ \ UCH of Mexican art has shown vitality and distinction because it expresses the native 
N culture and characteristics of the Mexican people. Plans to carry this quality further 
\ with a national program of art that will reach the Mexican masses, articulate their 
thoughts and feelings, and serve as a step in their social education, were made at the 
National Congress of Writers and Artists in Mexico City the week of January 17. 

Mexican artists, it wag decided, must be closely integrated with the working class and the peasants, 
must paint and model for them as well as about them.Proposals were made to get active support from the 
Government, the trade unions and the peasant confederations for the movement. 

The tone of the movement was struck in the audience and participants at the opening meeting in 
the Palace of Fine Arts.

Uniike most insects, which hear by 
picking up sound vibrations through 
specialized nerve-endings in their feel- 
ers or antennae, the orthoptera, com- 
prising the grasshoppers, . walking 
sticks, locusts, crickets and roaches, 
have definite auditory organs to which 
the term ear can be applied without 
hesitancy. 

Those which are able to produce 
chirping and other sounds, notably the 
crickets and grasshoppers, have well- 
formed organe of hearing in the fore- 
lege or in the thorax. In locusts and 
ordinary grasshoppers, a large ear is 
on each side of the thorax. A tense, 
reund membfrane, surrounded by a 
firm ring, can be seen on either side 
of the lower part of the body. This 
tympanic membrane, or eardrum, cov- 
ers @ sac or depression lined with 
sense cells from which a large nerve 
rune to one of the centers of the nerv- 
ous system. 

The bush cricket of New Guinea, a 


long-horned grasshopper, and the com- 
mon. katydid, both have ears on the 


.shin of each foreleg. Near the knee 


is a slightly recessed membrane in the 
shape of a longish oval, which repre- 
sents the eardrum. In some cases, the 
ear is farther inside, protected by rolls 
of horny substance, so that a mere slit 
is left open. 

These slits lead into chambers 
formed by the in-pushing of the cuticle 


‘ of the leg. The chambers are thick- 


ened outwardly, Out the inner walis 
are thin, forming two oval drums. 
Each drum is in contact with the wall 
of an air tube, the main air tube of 
the leg dividing into two branches 
which join again lower down.

When you're 
up that high and can't see the earth, 
the idea is to keep the wind on your 
face. Then you know you're headed in 
the right direction right side up. 
Cupped hands help. They furnish 
wind resistance—a surprising amount 
of it—and keep you from turning tur- 
tle too often. 


HAT first 1000 feet is terrible 
anti-climax. You’ve worked 
yourself up to a pitch. You've 
gone against the natural grain of man 
to hold on to a visible, material sup- 
port, you’ve overthrown an instinct 
that is billions of years old, that is as 
old as the smallest, crawling form of 
life. You've wrenched loose from it 
and stepped into space. 
And nothing happens. 
Your heart has started to 
beat again and the knots in 
your muscles slack out and 
you lay relaxed. The pow- 
der puffs in the ear flaps of 
your helmet cut out all 
sound.

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General Franco's steady successes in 
his march on Madrid, such qualities 
weren't enough by themselves to beat 
off smaller forces of seasoned profes- 
sional troops.
